Matthews said he met this psychiatrist in Buffalo at the home of 
his correspondent and regards him as a "fellow traveler."

RECOMMENDATIONS : 


(l) In view of the above allegation, it is recommended 
that a teletype be sent to the San Antonio and Buffalo Offices. 

The San Antonio Office should be instructed to: 

(a) Contact Matthews immediately anc^ackn^ledge receipt 
of his letter to the Bureau. 

(b) Question Matthews regarding the identity of his 

correspondent, the psychiatrist Dr. Y and the 

Agent of the Buffalo Office, who allegedly called the 
psychiatrist, if known to him. 

(c) Obtain any other details concerning this situation 
not included in Matthews' letter. 

(d) Specifically inform Matthews that the jurisdiction 
of the Bureau as a fact-finding agency does not extend 
to the granting of clearances and that this policy is 
strictly adhered to. 

(e) Furnish the results of this interview to the Bureau 
and the Buffalo Office immediately. 


(2) It is recommended that the Buffalo Office be 
instructed to check files to ascertain whether this situation can 
be identified. In the event an identification is effected through 
file review or on the basis of information furnished by the 
San Antonio Office, the personnel who handled the matter will be 
interviewed to develop the full facts of the situation and thereafter 
the facts should be referred to the Bureau with recommendations for 
further action. 


(3) After receipt of this data from San Antonio and Buffalo, 
the Bureau will then consider any action necessary to resolve this 
situation, including a recontact with Matthews and an interview 
with his correspondent.

In attempting to determine the source of a pamphlet encouraging 
recipients of such pamphlet to write Mr. Hoover urging him to run for President 
of the United States, our San Antonio Office advised by airtel, 7-6-63, of a 
contact they had with captioned individual. During the course of the interview 
with Mr. Matthews, he noted that he planned to shake hands with the Director on 
Friday, 7-12-63, while in Washington attending a conference sponsored by the 
newspaper, ’’Human Events. ” Matthews indicated to the interviewing Agents 
that he was in very poor health but had been advised by his doctor that he would 
be able to attend this conference. 


San Antonio report of 11-2-62 reveals that Jason Matthews 
purchased ’’The American Mercury” magazine in 1962, and that he retained 
Major General Walker as the military editor of this publication. Matthews and 
his wife have been described as "crusaders” in the McAUen area and he is known 
to be an outspoken anticommunist. His wife died 5-22-63. We have had friendly 
correspondence in the past with Mr. Matthews, last outgoing 1-21-60. Bufiles 
contain no information indicating Mr. Matthews desired to visit the Director on 
Friday, 7-12-63.
